rind bred in Souih Carolina, during ihe term 
of his predecessor , reared as a giant to de¬ 
molish the protective and internal improve¬ 
ment policy, introduced, fostered and pro¬ 
moted by none more than South Carolina 
herself, but which by experience was found 
to favor more the prosperity of free than of 
slave labor, Jackson had entered upon his ; 
office of chief magistrate, the friend of a ju¬ 
dicious tariff—of a national bank—of inter¬ 
nal improvement, aud of free domestic in¬ 
dustry ; but with the o'ream of dismember¬ 
ing Mexico, and of restoring slavery to Tex¬ 
as, and ol surrounding the South with a gir- 1 
die of slave Slates, to eternize the blessings ' 
of the peculiar institutions, and spread them ! 
like a garment of praise ovpr the whole I 
North American Union. Nullification w, 
no part of his system, but he turned it to 
good account for the promotion of his own 
purposes. Nullification was a system to 
make a Fpnrious, unlimited State sovereign¬ 
ty, ride over the authority of the people o 
the United States, who made their Constitu- 
tions.because they had coaferred on the gen¬ 
eral government only limited powers. Bin 
sovereignty was unlimited. The States were 
sovereign. Their power was unlimited, and 
therefore paramount to that of the Federal 
government. This was the ingenuity of j 
which the forty bale theory was a collateral ! 
emanation. But the first batteries of nulli¬ 
fication were opened against the governtnen' 
of the Union itself, and Jackson was at its 
head. Nullification made a demonstration 
of actual rebellion. It assembled a conven¬ 
tion ot the people of South Carolina, which, 
by sovereign State right, nullified, a revenue 
law of the Union. Jackson issued his pro¬ 
clamation, declaring his determination to 
execute the law. The faithful, believing, 
confiding North,even our own Faneuil Hall, 
pledged him their support—Congress er 
ed a law giving him ample powers to rer 
the rebels to submission. At that same 
ment the honest nullifier, by a compromise 
of slavery against the free labor of the North 
succeeded in saving himself from the penal¬ 
ties of rebellion,in withdrawing from the ab¬ 
surdities ol the forty bale theory, and in es¬ 
tablishing the supremacy of the South at the 
Capitol, and at the President’s house, for at 
least nine years. 

Jackson, holding in hard the rod of chas¬ 
tisement, in the force bill, instead of tiding i 1 , 
accepted the compromise, and combining it 
with the projected dismemberment of Mexi¬ 
co, and acquisition of Texas, with the ex¬ 
tirpation ol the Indians from the Southern 
States, and with the sacrifice of all the pub¬ 
lic lands to private atlvonturers, and to the 
States in which the lands are situated—en¬ 
grafted upon these principles the extinguish¬ 
ment of all internal improvement by the au¬ 
thority of the national government ; the sup¬ 
pression of all public credit, because there 
was no public debt : uncompromising hos¬ 
tility to a national bank, for the absurdity of | 
an exclusive hard money currency ; and a 
reduction of the duties on imports to an im¬ 
aginary scale of public economy, formed a 
system of administration totally adverse to 
I lint founded b_v Washington at the first or¬ 
ganization of the government, and continu¬ 
ed with slight modifications, rath-r of theo¬ 
ry than of practice, until the advent of Jack- 
son to the Presidency. His system was un¬ 
folded at great length in his annual message 
to Congress, of December, 1832, contrast¬ 
ing so diametrically with his proclamation ol 
almost the same date, against South Caroli¬ 
na nullification, that on reading them, men 
stated at each other, and enquired which 
was the bane, and which the antidote. The 
message was in tru'h the prelude to the 
compromise between nullification. State stt- 
, -etnacy, and a horizontal tariff, at the ex¬ 
pense of the free labor of the North. The 
Jackson system was at the time reviewed 
and controverted in the report of the minori- 
t of the Committee of Mamifaciures.in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1833 ; but it was established by the 
tariffcompromise of that same session, work¬ 
ing, with all the subsequent arbitrary and 
oppressive measures of that and the next suc¬ 
ceeding administration, a gradual but s'ea- 
dily spreading decline aud fall of the public 
credit, of the national revenue, of the gener¬ 
al welfare, till they were found, at the Pres¬ 
idential election of 1840, one universal ruin. 
The spirit of the people throughout the Uni¬ 
on, had, during the same time, been gradu¬ 
ally and slowly roused to a pitch of nltnosi 
equally universal tndignatiofl ; a succession 
ofenormous Executive usurpations had kin¬ 
dled a flame which could not be suppressed 
—a parly was formed on the express princi¬ 
ple of resistance to Executive usurpations, 
and 'ook the name of Whigs, ns most sig¬ 
nificant of their common impulse to check 
and control these usurpations, and to place 
in the Executive chair a chief who would re¬ 
vert to the political system and principles ol 
VVa-hinglon. 

The total abandonment by President 
Jackson of all internal improvement by au¬ 
thority of Congress, and of all national pro¬ 
tection to domestic industry, was a part 
the same system, which, in the message 
December, 1832, openly recontmened 
give away gratuitously all the public lands, 
and renounce forever all idea of raising any 
revenue from them. This was nullification 
in its most hideous feature. The public 
lands are the richest inheritance ever be¬ 
stowed by a bountiful Creator upon any na¬ 
tional community.

States—and then, the undying 
wprm of conscience twinges with terror for 
the fate of the. mention- institutions. Slave¬ 


ry stands aghast at the prospective promo¬ 
tion of ;he general welfare, and flies to nulli¬ 
fication for defence against the energies of

Washington, D. C. Nov. 19, 1842. 
Mr. Editor ; 

I have many things to say this week, but 
the most important rnattpr I will mention 
first. It is a matter sufficiently alarming 
to the Iriendg ol liberty. I was afraid at the 
first of it, that there was some secret in the 
iOih article of Lord Ashburton’s treaty, 
which birds the two governments to give up 
fugitiveye/twis, for two years. It is true, 
that it requires an act of the British Parlia¬ 
ment to give validity to the treaty, Wheth¬ 
er that will given, or in what form, we shall 
know before long. The British Abolitionists 
won’t be caught napping on this subject. 

While the negotiations were going on I, 
Samivel Weller, Jr., was not an idle specta¬ 
tor. I knew that Daniel Webster had 
never recovered from the stroke he received 
“under that October sun,” at Richmond. 

I knew that President Tyler felt a natural 
anxiety about his two almost white sous 
Chailes and John, who left him without learn 
two or three years ago. He might wish tc 
get them back to his paternal bosom, ever 
if lie had to resort to subterfuge, to do it ! 

O'/ 5 ” Then Lord Ashburton, himself, was 
an old slave-holder in the West Indies, and 
received a large slice ol the 4 com pen; 
money that was wrung out of the sweat of 
the poor of Great Britain, under pretence of 
paying the planters fur the loss ol their slav 

An old slaveholder’s sympathies were no 
very likely to be on the right side, even ifhe 
don't own any slaves in this country, as I 
more than suspect ho does ! Besides, 1 
have reason to believe that Calhoun and oth¬ 
ers in the secrets of the slaveholder’s plans, 
were well satisfied that under this treaty 
.here would be a way of preventing fugitive 
-laves from having a home in Canada. 

My letters, aud oilier sources of informa¬ 
tion, have marie you aware ol the large num¬ 
ber that has escaped from ibis dell of robbers 
the pa-t year, by means of our new under¬ 
ground rail road. The perfect secresy and 
quickness with which they escaped, baffling 
the most experienced hunters, the shrewdest 
police officers, and the most active, discern¬ 
ing, watchful masters, have greatly alarmed 
lie nabobs, and my comments have made 
hem feel exceedingly sore, respecting it.— 
They felt themsclv. s in a fix. Swearing 
m!y made the matter wors". lit half theii 
meering, laughing neighbors, they suspected 
hey saw me, Samivel Weller, and often 
charged men accordingly—but all io no pur¬ 
pose. The railroad went on, and the slaves 
became free, and tltcir purses suffered to an 
amazing extent. In the single form of run- 
iway slaves, reckoning them at $500 apiece 
he District of Columbia lias been taxed not 
less than 875,000 since March last ! In any 
other form, such a tax would make a rebel- 
hem twice that, next 

year ! 

But, alarmed at their losses, and despair- 
ng of discovering the mode in which their 
chattels became men, they have devised a 
a plan, by which they think that treaty may 
he made available for their purposes.

ce the Governor General of Canada 
to give up their fugitives, as felons! They 
individually made affidavits before 
rates, charging the fugitives with 
thefts of clothing, money and other articles 
a an amount sufficient to sent them to jail.

Yes indeed, Mr. Editor, we will not only 
give you the result of our inquiries into the 
(supposed) Constitutional rights of slavery, 
but we will gladly assist you in year glori¬ 
ous enterprise in every other way in our pow¬ 
er, and if we find the Palladium of our 
rights still more favorable to the cause of 
emancipation than you have supposed, the 
disappointment will be all in'our favor; and 
while we regret that the Constitution which 
was 'ordained and established ,’ not to fasten 
the curses of slavery, but to secure the bless¬ 
ings of liberty , not. to a'specific class of per¬ 
sons,’ but to the people of these United 
Slates, sbouid contain a single feature oppo¬ 
sed to those inalienable rights prescribed in 
ihe Declaration ol American Independence. 
We cannot loo much admre the wisdom and 
patriotism which so readily jentoved this 
manifest inconsistency, in striking out, thro' 
those wise alterations of our excellent Com 
stitution, all those provisions which wert 
(supposed) to be based on slavery, thereby 
removing at once and forever every Legal 
hindrance to immediate emancipation. 

We agree with you that the 'Constitution 
being paramount to State laws,’ not only 
‘confers no obligation to aid the pursuer’ of j 
Patriots from Slavery, but maintains without 
lear of successful contradiction that so fat 
from ‘conferring certain privileges on a spe¬ 
cific class of persons,’ in favor ol slavehold- 
ing, it strictly forbids it, and instead of 
straining the power to rescue the victim 
claimed’ it promises liberty on equal terms 
to every person in these United Siates, and 
actually empowers Congress to pass a law 
for the immediate abolition of slavery, not 
only at the seal of Government and on 
common Territory, but in all the Si 
where it exists. In support of these points 
we will first consult Amendments to the 
Constitution, Art. 5th, which (among other 
good things)provides that no person in these 
United Slates shall ‘ever be deprived of Lib¬ 
erty but by due process of law’. Be good 
enough to notice that as this amendment pla¬ 
ces every person in these United States or. 
an equal footing in regard to Life, so it pla¬ 
ces every person in these United States on 
an equal footing in regard to Liberty, and 
.whatever the reserved State rights art 
depriving innocent persons of liberty 
one of (hem. Having shown that the power 
to abolish slavery in the United Stairs is 
vested in the Government by the Constitu 
lion, and as the I7lh clause ol Sec. 8th,Art. 
1st authorizes Congress to ‘make all laws 
proper for carrying into execution the pow¬ 
ers so vested, the subject is placed beyond a 
doubt. But notwithstanding the fact that 
I he Constitution cractly answers the end for 
which it was adopted, in that >l secures 
equal liberty to the People (not to a part of 
the People) we must still rely on Legislatite 
authority to remove the evils of which we 
complain. 

The lime allotted for this ‘inquiry,’ hav¬ 
ing expired we will just say in conclusion 
hat we have full confidence in our meas¬ 
ures, and that it is only through the force ot 
iltat kind of political action, which is in 
strict accordance with moral obligation, that 
we can restore to our suffering fellow coun¬ 
trymen their plundered rights; and with 
your indulgence, we will make this tlte sub¬ 
ject of a future communication.

It is not my design. Mr. Editor, to re¬ 
mark upon the pernicious influences uhich 
the reception of the gains of oppression 
into the treasuries of our benevolent soci¬ 
eties is calculated to produce, but to call 
attention to the very inconsistent and con¬ 
tradictory position of our southern breth¬ 
ren in attempting to propagate a knowledge 
of the Redeemer among men, and yet main¬ 
taining an institution among them, which, 
taking their own testimony, is healheuising 
a large portion of their population. How 
the individual above referred to can suppose 
lor a moment he is rendering acceptable 
service to God in the contribution he ha.- 
made, while he is sustaining a position at 
home which flatly contradicts his profes¬ 
sions, is more than I can understand.

God, is a monstrous delusion, or shameful 
ttypocracy ; and the society, knowingly re¬ 
ceiving such donations, is instrumental in 
increasing and perpetuating that delusion. 
The man who attempts to serve God and 
treads under foot every command of the 
decalogue, is in a fair nay ol making ship¬ 
wreck of his soul, and the sootier the slave- 
holding professor takes this view of his posi¬ 
tion, the better for him and the world.

Slavery upon the Post Office. 

The people of the free States have felt the 
Post Office lobe n burden, and this has been 
often manifested by complaints through the 
;, and by memorials and petitions to co 
3 for a reduction of postage. Much 
said at the present time against existing ra 
of postage, and the inquiry is frequent, why 
they not be reduced? We propose to 
throw light upon this question. 

The Post Office really is a burden to the 
free states. They are willing to sustain the 
public welfare, but they feel—and feel truly 
that their post office bills are unnecessarily 
heavy. They pay much more than enough to 
sustain the department in the free states, and 
5 it not for carrying the southern mails, 
confidently believed the rates might be 
reduced one half. 

Post Office revenue must come chiefly from 
those parts of the country where the intelli¬ 
gence and business are found. In the south, 
where, in some sections, less than one fourth 
uf the adult white population can read or 
write, little support can be derived to the 
post office. Still the mails must he dragged 
through these long southern routs, passing 
here and thore old decaying, slavery-cursed 
mansions, and finding very little local sup¬ 
port. 

Had slavery never existed in the south, no 
eason is apparent why it would not have been 
ts populous, intelligent and business-like as 
the north,probably more so; hut horse-racing, 
cock-fighting, gambling, duelling, hunting, 
woman-whipping and laziness, contribute but 
little to carry the mails. The rates of post- 
nust, therefore, be high enough to extort 
the free states,after supporting their own 
mails, a sum sufficient to meet the heavy de¬ 
ficiency of the slave states in revenue, to this 
Department of the government. If this is 
done the national Treasury must foot the 
bills, which is little else than another form of 
doing the same thing. Look at official testi¬ 
mony on this subject. The following table is 
made from statements ol the Post Master Gen¬ 
eral. The first column is the revenue deriv¬ 
ed from the post offices in each state during 
that year ; the second the expenditures in the 
for the same year—1S33.

John Q,. Adams has been nominated by 
the people ol his district, to represent them 
in the next Congress. Mr. Adams belong 
to no party, but to his country.— [Ohi 
Free Press.] 

In bis speech to his constituents t 
Weymouth, he says that he bad never ti 
ken any part in any Presidential canvass 
since his own retirement from that high 
office. He also says: 

“I entered the National House of Rep¬ 
resentatives in December, 1831, with an 
assurance to the constituents by whom I 
was elected, that I should hold myself 
bound in allegiance lo no party, whether 
sectional or political. I thought this a du¬ 
ty imposed upon me by my peculiar posi¬ 
tion. I had spent the greatest portion ot 
my life in the service of the whole nation, 
and had been honored with their h'ghesl 
trust. My duty of fidelity, of affection, 
and of gratitude to the whole, was not 
merely inseparable from, bat identical 
with, that which was due from me to my 
own native Commonwealth.” 

As to the great question, he says:— 

‘‘It is the sectional divi-ion of parties 
in other words, the conflict between free¬ 
dom and slavery, which constitutes the 
axle round which the administration of| 
your National Government revolves. All 
its measures ol foreign and domestic poli¬ 
cy are but radiations from that centre.” 

Mr. Adams has also advanced forward 
in his views of the inherent sinfulness of I 


slavery:— 

“If tbe African slave trade was piracy 
the coasting Ammican slave trade could 
not be innocent, nor could its aggravated 
turpitude be denied. In tbe sight of the 
same God who abhors the iniquity of the 
African slave trade, neither the American 
slave trade, nor slavery itself, can be 
guiltless.” 

He has absolutely refused, in every 
shape, the solicitations that he should take 
a part in elevating a slaveholder and duel¬ 
list to the presidency. And he will be 
consistent. See if he is not.—[Emanci¬ 
pator.]

“ He [our Minister to Mexico) has also 
l>een furnished with other instruction, to lie 
followed by him in case the Government 
ot Mexico should not fiud itself in a condition 
to make present payment of the amount of 
the. awards, in specie or its equivalent, 

“ I am happy to be able to say that infor¬ 
mation, which is esteemed favorable both to a 
just satisfaction of the awards an d a reasona¬ 
ble provision for other claims, has been 
rcenlly received from Mr. Thompson, the 
Minister of the United States, who has prompt¬ 
ly and efficiently executed the instructions of 
his Government in regard to this important 
subject.’’ 

We trust neither the people of tbe United I 
Stares nor the Congress will sanction the ac¬ 
quisition of distant territory.

The Post Office Laws. 

The agents of the Post Office department i 
have oflate been often obliged to publish tbe J 
law in relation to writing on newspapers, from 
which we should judge that its violation is 
very frequent. Indeed those who should 
know assure us that the practice of communi¬ 
cating by words or signs on newspapers is 
greatly increased. VVe are not at all surpris¬ 
ed that it should be so. The fact that multi - 
tudes of our citizens write on newspapers and 
then send them through the mail, thus avoid¬ 
ing letter postage, is a decided evidence that 
in their opinion the present rates of letter 
postage are exhorhitant. If the postage was 
reasonable and in proportion to tbe service 
rendered, the community would not seek out 
other menus by which they might have the 
same service performed, but would comply 
with the prescribed modes. No prudent man 
who is about to set out On a journey, will take 
that route which is the most expensive wheu 
a cheaper will, with equal pleasure, convey 
him to the same end. No man who has a 
service to he pet formed will have that laborer 
who asks the highest wages when a cheaper 
will do it equally well. Unhappily the laws 
of the Post Office Department conflict with 
these principles. If a man wishes to send a 
communication to a distant place, he must for¬ 
ward if through the prfeseribod channel with 
all the actendaot expenses, or forego it, un¬ 
less an opportunity occurs to burden some 
friend with it.. He may not seek tiny cheap¬ 
er medium of conveyance through, the same 
cbamiel, for that Will he in 'viola'tion of tin 
laws of his country—ah* act which no high- 
minded ntaivwould commit. Neither may he 
seek out and encourage aeheppef laborer, for 
that would be encouraging a competition 
against this absolute, all controlling monopo¬ 
list. This conflict of the laws with the good 
sense of the community is wrong. It exer 
eises the community in the arts of evading the 
laws ; vast sums are lost to the department by 
these shifts, and tbe whole community is bur¬ 
dened with carrying letters for each other, at 
the same time that they have a great post 
office svstein ill operation. 

The practice of writing on newspapers was 
what the department called 11 nil evil sufficient 
to attract the attention of Congress as early as 
1825.” Public sentiment at that lithe pro¬ 
claimed the rates of postage too exhorhitant, 
by resorting to various practices to avoid it ; 
hut Congress, instead of attempting to dimin¬ 
ish tbe evil by reducing the rate of postage, 
and thereby removing the temptation to its 
commission, passed a solemn enactment to 
punish the evil, and left the temptation to con¬ 
tinue in its full strength. Consequently their 
enactment is almost a dead letter. 

The freight on a letter weighing one ounce, 
that may be sent from this city to New Or¬ 
leans, through the Post Office, is one dollar, 
yet the freight on a pound of cotton from New 
Orleans to Liverpool, is one-half penny. A 
barrel of flour is brought from New Orleans 
to this city for sixty-two and n half cents, and 
the smallest letter by the mail, between the 
same places, is charged twenty-five cents.— 
The freight on a barrel of flour from Roches¬ 
ter to Albany, apart from tbe loll, is only four¬ 
teen cents, and the postage on a letter between 
the same places is eighteen and three-fourth 
cents. The transportation of the flour is 
nearly five cents the cheapest. Tbe freight 
on a barrel of flour between the same places, 
including the toll, is forty one cents. The 
postage on a letter from Rochester to Albany, 
and on the answer to the same, is thirty seven 
half cents. This is a difference of three 
and a halt cents in favor of the postage. The 
postage on a letter from Cleveland to Buffalo 
and on the answerback, is thirty-seven and a 
half Cents, and this is sufficient lo pay the 
freight between the same places of two or 
three barrels of flour. 

Tiie loiv rates of fare for travellers, is still 
more surprising. A passage to Liverpool can 
be obtained at this port for four or five dollars. 
The postage of a letter weighing an ounce 
for a distance over four hundred miles, is one 
dollar. The fare between ibis city and Alba¬ 
ny, including berths, is, much of the summer, 
only fifty cents, while the postage on a letter 
between the same [daces is eighteen and three 
fourths cents. Steamboats have carried pas¬ 
sengers between Springfield and Hartford, on 
the Connecticut river, during all the summer, 
for twelve and a half cents, while the post 
age of the most insignificant letter between 
the same places, has been six and a fourth, or

At Cleveland wheat is fifty-one cents 
a bu.dtel. and the postage on a letter to this 
city, is equal lo the cost of half a bushel of 
wheat.

:r four hundred miles, is twenty five cents, 
irly equal to the cost of a thirtl of a bush¬ 
el of wheat.

The P. M. General has contrived to make 
mo same accommodations pay $ 166,000 more 
this year, than they paid last year, and this 
is made a merit on. Wonder how many news¬ 
papers be has made pay letter postage be¬ 
cause they had the malt’s name written on 
them?”—[Augusta Banner.] 

Perhaps we can throw some light on the 
working of the system to raise this $166,000, 
by relating an incident that took place some 
mpntbs since. 

A paper bavingthe marks of a pencil upon 
the margin, was returned from an office in 
another part of tbe State to jthe post-office in 
this town, with the design of subjecting the 
person who originally sent it from this office 
to a fine of $5. No name appeared on the 
margin of the paper—therefore it was rather 
difficult to identify the petson guilt}'. The 
postmaster did not threw it aside as too int 
cate a case for investigation, but charged 
with the offence, because, forsooth, the hand 
writing on the outside of the condemned pa¬ 
per resembled the superscription on the pack 
ages of some two thousand papers which, wt 
deposite in the pist-office every week. Wt 
were called to pay $5 fine—we refused. I 
was ffien stated to us that $3 would be receiv¬ 
ed. This we refused likewise, and it brought 
forcibly to our mind a certain bit of ohl advice 
which we concluded the P. O. Department 
had adopted, viz; “Get money, honestly if j 
you can, my son, hut hv all means get money 
—more or less.” We of course, stated 
reasons for not paying the fine, remarking 
that we had ever made it a point in conscience 
not to violate the rules of the P. O. Depart¬ 
ment. But it was of no avail. In three 
four days the District Attorney had orders 
levy a contribution on our composing sticks, 
types, 8,-c. fyc. to the amount of $59. Now 
this was the first time we were ever sued, 
preferring any other kind of a case, (however 
|ybulit might he,) to a law case, Mr. Randall, 
Representative from Lincoln, was charged 
with our remonstrance to the P. M. General, 
Mr. Wickliffe took no notice of our appeal, 
and to save further trouble we settled the af¬ 
fair with the District -Attorney at a cost of 
$30. 

Thus we were absolutely forced lo pay $80 
to help make up the $166,000, without any 
tangible proof that we were guilty of the of¬ 
fence charged,and that too, while our 
annually pays into that Department near $1200 
per annum. 

The question, then, “ Where tloes thi 
$166,000, over tbe receipt of last year com 
from?” may lie auswered thus: It comes frot 
a despicably mean nud contemptible meth¬ 
od adopted by theP. M. General of exacting 
tribute through the agency of rules and reg¬ 
ulations despotic as they are unjust.

merciful man is merciful to his beast’ 
quality no less necessary in managing animals 
at home during this season than in carefully 
tending them while laboring abroad, or on the 
road. As a general thing, the comfort of all 
domestic animals appears to be a matter ofj 
much less regard than one would suppose.— 
Comfort and cleanliness are prime assistants 
in the management of stock. Without them 
indeed, the utmost liberality in feeding, will 
be of little avail. Tltete are some, however, 
who deprecate the idea of confinement to 
warm barns, as a eause of unhealthiness and 
disease. Such a result may, perhaps, be in¬ 
duced by too close confinement, or for too long 
a period to quarters not properly ventilated,c- 
deprived of salubrious air ;a prime requisite, 
should be recollected, in tbe management c 
all animals, particularly sheep. It is a fat 
generally admitted, we believe by all wltoar 
familiar with feeding, that in it warm ban 
with suitable bedding, and proper attention i 
ventilating tfc. art ox may be kept from No¬ 
vember to March with from half to two thirds 
the keep, necessary to carry him through, in 
the same condition, in a cold barn. The 
same remark will apply, we are corfident,vvith 
equal accuracy, to the hog, and, indeed, to all 
the domestic animals usually kept on a New 
England farm. This is an important matter, 
and involves couscqueuces fur too serious to 
be overlooked.
